The Negroea ob- 
jected to the change, and about T!i out 
of flOO or 700 men struck and began 
obstruct the work. 

The company had warrants iseu 
for nine of the ringleaders and placed 
them In the hands of Sheriff Mor- 
rison, of Berkeley county, 
called a posae of fifteen armed 
men and went to the acene The 
Negroea were overawed bv the guna. 
and the nine leaders were arrested 
without any outbreak. The real 
trouble of the day occurred later. The 
sheriff with hie posae and prisoners 
was on his way to Charleston. When 
a few miles from the mines.' and 
John'a Island Station, a large crowd of 
men and women were diacovered in 
woods by the roadside. 

Aa the sheriff's party approai 
the Negroea opened fire from be 
the trees. One of the deputies 
struck, but only slightly injured. The 
Negroea marched out of the woods and 
began to advance. 

The sheriff ordered them to disperse, 
but they went on, and the sheriff or- 
dered hia men to fire. One volley 
enough. The Negroee broke and 
for the woods. It ia aaid two were 
fatally wounded. Tha aheriff brought 
his nine men to Charleaton and carried 
them across the rWer to the Berkeley 
county jail It ia feared the trouble is 
not over yet. The Negroea neai " 
mines are swearing vengeance, am 
greatly excited. Sheriff Morrieon will

PREHISTORIC RACE. 

Nnmarooa Ertdancwa of Ita Exlatcnoe Ware 
Discovered to a Cave Near Barton, A la. 

Montgomery, Ala., June 10-Reoently 
a band of hunters found evidences of 
man's handiwork in the perpendicular 
stone bluffs on the aide of the Ten- 
nessee river near Barton, Ala. They 
procured tools and removed a huge 
square stone, which was found to 
block the entrance to an artificial cave 
hewn out of the solid rock of the bluff.

The syndicate has received prompt 
assurance that the government will in- 
tervene to obtain for Germany a share 
such further financial arrangements 
as China may require. As the «80,000, 
000 now guaranteed by Russia coven 
only the indemnity to Japan for the 
surrender of the Lia-Tong peninsula, 

ierman Bnancial houses are confident 
that China must have recourse to them 
float the larger loan, which Russia 
could not guarantee nor French finan- 

iers supply without outside assist- 

nce. The German syndicate, with 
the spproval of the government, will, 
therefore, seek an entente with the 
English financial houses in the matter 
of the larger loan. 

In the meantime the political impor- 
tance of the Franco-Russian arrange- 
ment is keenly felt, and it is probable 
that that loan will not be admitted 
into the Herman and English markets.

a town of 1.200 population, between 
here and Wheeling, and at midnight 
the stable, hotel, drug and twogeneral 
stores and several dwellings were de- 
stroyed, the post office.
